of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Westbury  Urban  District 
for  the  Year  1907. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Westbury  Urban  District 
Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Urban  District  of  Westbury. 

The  Area  of  the  District  is  3,528  acres. 

The  Population  at  the  last  Census  was  3,300,  and  the 
estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  the  year  1907  was 

3388- 

The  Births  registered  during  the  year  were:  Males,  35; 
Females,  46;  total,  81. 

The  Birth-rate  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population  is  23-9. 

The  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  were:  Males,  28; 
Females,  35  ;  total,  63. 

The  Death-rate  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population  is  i8'6. 

There  were  eight  cases  of  Infantile  Mortality  (under  the  age 
of  one  year)  which  gives  a  rate  of  98-8  per  1000  of  the 
registered  births. 
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Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. — Nine  cases  only  have 
been  notified  to  me,  viz :  Diphtheria,  2  ;  Erysipelas,  3 ; 
Scarlet  Fever  3;  Enteric  Fever,  1. 

Both  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  removed  to  the  Infectious 
Hospital  and  were  discharged  cured. 

The  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  also  removed  to  the 
Hospital.  It  was  a  very  mild  case  but  it  was  thought 
advisable  to  detain  the  patient  until  complete  recovery.  We 
have  to  congratulate  ourselves  on  the  fact  that  there  has 
been  no  recurrence  of  these  cases  after  the  outbreak  of  the 
preceding  year. 

Measles  are  not  notifiable  in  this  District,  but  there  was 
a  serious  outbreak  in  November  and  December,  and  I  was 
compelled  to  advise  the  closing  of  all  the  seven  Schools  in 
the  area  for  a  period  of  from  four  to  six  weeks. 

The  Dairies,  Slaughterhouses  and  Bakehouses  have  been 
inspected  and  no  serious  defects  found. 

With  the  exception  of  the  outbreak  of  Measles  the  District 
has  been  very  free  from  sickness.

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REPORT 

of  the  Surveyor  and  Inspector  of  Nuisances  for  the 
Year  ending  31st  December,  1907. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Westbury  Urban  District 
Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  work  of  my  department 
for  the  past  year. 

Street  Improvement  Works. — The  whole  of  the  street  im¬ 
provement  works  under  contract  have  been  completed.  In 
Station  Road  it  was  necessary  for  the  Contractor,  at  his  own 
expense,  to  relay  a  portion  of  the  tar  paving  on  account  of 
the  weather  having  affected  it.  A  tar  pavement  with  new 
kerb  has  been  laid  in  Cheap  Street,  and  a  short  length  of 
pavement  in  Bratton  Road  relaid  on  account  of  its  dangerous 
pitch.  A  small  balance  of  the  loan  granted  still  remains. 

Main  Roads. — The  repair  of  the  main  roads  has  been 
carried  out  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  and  the  foot¬ 
paths  well  gravelled.  The  Station  Road  has  been  repaired 
from  end  to  end  with  Basalt,  but  the  result  cannot  be  described 
as  a  success,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that,  on  account  of  the 
heavy  traffic,  nothing  short  of  a  good  granite,  such  as  Clee 
Hill,  will  form  a  good  sound  road. 

Three  road  widenings  have  been  carried  out,  that  of  setting 
back  Dr.  Reed’s  wall  in  Warminster  Road  being  the  most 
important.  The  setting  back  of  the  hedge  at  the  corner  of 
Station  Road  and  Eden  Vale  Road  and  forming  a  good 
sweep,  and  a  similar  widening  at  Union  Lane  have  also 
effected  considerable  improvements. 
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District  Highways . — The  district  highways  have  been 
thoroughly  repaired  where  necessary,  Penleigh  Road  and  Long 
River  especially  receiving  attention. 

Baths. — The  Annual  Aquatic  Sports  were  held  at  the  Baths 
in  September  last,  when  a  profit  of  ^3  19:7  was  realised 
as  compared  with  ^2:2:9  the  previous  year. 

New  Houses. — During  the  year  fourteen  houses  have  been 
erected,  an  increase  of  six  on  the  number  the  preceding  year. 

Water  Supply. — Supplies  for  water  from  the  town  mains 
have  been  laid  on  to  twenty-four  houses  and  one  factory. 

Town  Hall. — New  lavatories  have  been  built  at  the  Town 
Hall. 

Lighting. — Twelve  new  high-power  lamps  have  been  provided 
in  different  parts  of  the  town,  considerably  improving  the 
lighting  of  the  streets. 

Workmens ’  Wages. — The  workmens’  wages  have  been  raised 
one  shilling  per  week,  and  the  men  granted  three  days’  holiday 
every  year. 

Market  Stallages. — The  revenue  from  the  Market  during 
the  past  year  amounted  to  ^14  :  3  :  3,  compared  with 
^11  :  13  :  6  the  previous  year. 

Sewers  and  Drains. — 'Two  new  fifteen  inch  sewers  have  been 
laid,  one  at  Smallbridge  and  one  at  Eden  Vale  Road,  and 
twenty-five  new  drains  and  drains  relaid  to  houses. 

Sanitary. — Twenty-four  notices  dealing  with  various  sanitary 
defects  have  been  served,  and  the  carrying  out  of  their 
requirements  duly  enforced. 

The  Factories,  Dairies,  and  Slaughterhouses  have  been 
kept  under  observation. 

The  disinfection  of  all  houses  at  which  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  have  occurred  has  been  properly  carried  out.
